The Romulus Police Department 
has begun a program that calls for po- 
lice cadets accompanied by a certified 
police officer to patrol alternating sub- 
divisions on foot, making the Police 
Department more visible and, hopefully, 
cutting down the crime rate in the City. 

Evidently, the program is working 
well, and the people | have talked to in 
the subdivisions are glad to see this 
type of protection in effect. 

“It's the best thing that could pos- 
sibly happen,” said one woman:in the 
sub near Middle Belt and Beverly roads. 
Another citizen commented, “I think that 
this will really help in slowing down the 
crime rate in our neighborhood.” And, 
“It should stop some of the drug traf- 
ficking in our neighborhood,” said yet 
a third taxpayer. 

The foot patrol will continue until 
winter weather makes it too difficult 
for the officers to walk, and will resume 
again in spring as soon as the weather 
permits. 

This is the first time in the history of 
the City that officers have had a regular 
foot patrol on the streets. Mayor Beverly 
McAnally has worked diligently to get 
this program started, and she has done 
so with the hope that it can be expand- 
ed at a later date. 


| had a personal interest in this 
program, as | pushed really hard for it 
while | was campaigning for a seat on 
the City Council last November, and | 
had several meetings with the Mayor 
concerning the best way to set up such 
a patrol so that it would be as effective 
as possible. After | lost the election, the 
Mayor continued her work on the pro- 
gram, and all of her efforts appear to 
be paying off. 


In fact, the only bad thing about this 
patrol was that, on August 6, when the 
pictures accompanying this story were 
taken, the two cadets who were out pa- 
trolling were doing so without any sort 
of backup by a certified officer. That 
meant they had absolutely no protec- 
tion, since cadets are not allowed to 
Carry guns or even so much as a billy 
club. Normally, there is a police officer 
only seconds away from them; on this 
particular day, however, all that the 
cadets had to protect themselves with 
was acan of mace (similar to what the 
postal workers carry for protection 
against dogs). 

Don’t be fooled, though. This was 
probably a one-time-only incident. There 
is always a car with an experienced of- 
ficer just seconds away. C1

Some months ago, | wrote an article 
about the raid and close-down of alocal 
business known as the Rest Stop Sauna 
(located at 6971 Merriman in Romulus), 
a supposed massage parlor that was 
discovered to be ahouse of prostitution, 
and the raid of its companion business, 
the Far East Sauna (located at 27446 
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Michigan Avenue in Inkster), which was 
offering the same illegal, commercial- 
ized sexual services. (Please see the 
February 21, 1990 issue of The Romulus 
News for further details.) 

Although both of these establish- 
ments are currently open for business, 
that may not last for long. On August 13 
and 14, Judge Richard Kaufman will

preside over a civil trial to declare the 
businesses a public nuisance and have 
them padlocked. 


In addition to (and separate from) 
the civil trial will be criminal proceed- 
ings against 14 people arrested in the 
past week, based on the findings of the 
initial investigation. 


Six of those arrested (Gary Avrum 
Rotenberg, Kurt Erwin Schilk, Stephany 
M. Fetting-Schilk, Matthew E. Janiga, 
William T. Snefkey, and James Allen 
Roulo) are either owners or managers 
of one or both of the establishments, 
and are facing charges of conspiracy 
to keep a house of prostitution, keep-

ing a house of prostitution, conspiracy 
to accept earnings from prostitution, 
and accepting earnings from prostitu- 
tion. Each could face a maximum of 
55 years in prison. 


The other eight (Gloria Elaine Posen, 
a.k.a. Lori; Jean Carol Backe “Sierra”; 
Lori Michele Ekblad “Cortney”; Sheila 
Bonita Olsen “Cassie”; Cari Lynn Jones 
“Lynn”; April Michelle Moilanen “Nina”; 
Monika Rosa Benedict ‘‘Leah”; and 
Angelique Lee Sims “Whitney”) are fac- 
ing charges of conspiracy to keep a 
house of prostitution and keeping a 
house of prostitution, and could serve 
a maximum of 10 years if convicted.

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Buy for Minor, 
Go to Jail

In today’s society, there is an ever- 
growing problem with young people 
who use alcohol. Although there are 
many elements which contribute to this 
problem, one of the worst is the fact 
that alcohol is so readily available to 
minors through a variety of sources. 
Many party stores, drug stores, and 
bars sell booze to children, and that is 
bad enough; it is even worse when 
adults buy it for them. 

It is against the law for anyone 
under the age of 21 to buy or consume 
alcoholic beverages, and it is against 
the law for anyone who is of legal age 
to buy them for minors. 

| won't say that | have been an angel 
all my life; | drank before | was 21, and 
it was just as wrong for me then as it is 
for anyone else now. But the one thing 
that | have never done is buy any sort 
of booze for someone whom | knew to 
be underage, or buy for anyone | didn’t 
know, regardless of his/her age. You 
can go to jail for that! 

Adults buy alcohol for young people 
more often than you might think. For 
instance, many adults will buy and serve 
booze (or furnish it from what they al- 

_Teady have in stock in their cupboards) 


to minors at birthday or graduation par- 
ties held in their homes. It is against 
the law! 

It is my understanding (and you may 
want to check this out for yourself) that, 
if you give alcohol to a minor (and it can 
be proven that you purchased it or oth- 
erwise provided it), and that minor goes 
out and kills someone or gets himself 
killed, then you could be sued for a tre- 
mendous amount of money, plus be 
fined up to $500 and/or be sentenced 
to up to 90 days in jail. 

If you are caught just buying or giv- 
ing alcohol to a minor, you could be 
fined up to $500 and/or could serve up 
to 90 days in jail. 

If you know of someone who buys 
alcoholic beverages for minors, call the 
Police Department and have him/her 
watched. Sooner or later, the person 
will be caught. 

If you let your kids drink at home, or 
if you give alcohol to your kids’ friends, 
you had better stop and think about 
what you are doing. Would you want to 
be the cause of a youth’s involvement 
in a car accident that killed a young 
father with two or three babies? Could 
you live with that? 

You stop and think about it the next 
time a minor asks you to buy a six-pack 
or a bottle of ‘‘booze.” The next victim 
in an accident caused by adrunk minor

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Boone and Darr Wins | 
Ann Arbor League Championship 


Local talent led to the outstanding 
success of this year’s Boone and Darr 
team out of Ann Arbor. The team con- 
sisted of 13 of the most talented soft- 
ball players in this area, five of whom 
come from the Romulus vicinity. All five 
were starters for Coach Fred Coleman’s 
team this summer, and, more impor- 
tantly, all five will return to play next 
summer. 


The team finished with an outstand- 
ing 29 wins against only 11 losses. In 
tournament play, Boone and Darr came 
in fifth in the 93-team Compuware Tour- 
nament, sixth in the Ann Arbor Invita- 
tional, third in the Midland Classic, first 
in the Wooster, Ohio, Classic, and fourth 
in the Great Lakes Midwest Regional 
held this past weekend. 


“Had we finished first or second in 
this tournament, we would be planning 
our trip to Lodi, California, for the Na- 


‘tionals — but it wasn’t to be this year,” 


said Coach Coleman. ‘We return most 
of our team next year, and we hope to 
improve our finish in ’91. You know you 
can’t kick about being the fourth-best 
team in the Midwest, but it sure is nice 
to finish your season at the Nationals.” 


Jennifer Daniel, the only Romulus 
player on this year’s team, had an out- 
standing season for the Champs from 
Ann Arbor. Jen took her speed and 
strong throwing arm out to center field, 
leading Central Michigan University’s 
head coach to compare her to Pam 
Stanley (ex-Detroit Tiger center-fielder 
Mickey Stanley’s daughter, who stars 
at Central in the Mid-American Confer- 
ence). Jennifer made three diving catch- 
es in the Regional, one of which kept 
Boone and Darrin the game and allowed 
them to come back and score runs in 
the seventh inning to defeat Morley’s 
of Saginaw and keep the team’s hopes 
for the Nationals alive. She also batted 
.337 for the season, with 23 runs scored 
and 20 RBI. 


Another outstanding player for the 
team is Andrea Young, a Romulus prod- 
uct who moved to Woodhaven this win- 
ter. Andrea took over the third-base 
position and made only eight errors in 
81 attempts at this very difficult spot 
in the infield. A junior next season at 
Woodhaven, Andrea found herself play- 
ing against seasoned veterans of this 
sport, and, although she got off toa 
slow start, Andrea finished strong with 
a .328 batting average while scoring 


49 runs ana knocking in 18 more. 

Two Belleville girls also played a big 
part in this summer's program. Linda 
Pasek held down the first-base position 
all summer, and Tiger teammate Keisha 
Wilson compiled team-leading statis- 
tics in almost every offensive category. 

“Keishaimpressed every coach who 
saw her play this summer,” Coleman 
said. “She is a natural hitter with excel- 
lent speed. The ball jumps off of her 
bat so fast that our base runners didn’t 
like being on third when Keisha was up.” 

Keisha ended the season with a 
.392 average, 13 doubles, 37 RBI, 29 runs 
scored, and a host of other team honors 
this summer. 


Another Area player with an out- 
standing season was Taylor Kennedy’s 
Sarah Mason. Sarah hit in the toughest 
spot in the order (leadoff) and still man- 
aged to collect 33 hits for a .355 aver- 
age, while also scoring 22 runs and col- 
lecting 21 RBI. Sarah’s play at second 
base impressed all who watched, as she 
made only eight errors in 105 chances. 


All five of these young ladies will 
return to their high-school teams next 
season, and, hopefully, will return to 
the Boone and Darr team as well. No 
doubt, these five girls will be heard 
from next spring in their respective 
leagues, and will also be leading the 
summer program on to another fine 
season. 


The 1990 season came to a close 
last week when Jenny Smith threw a 
one-hitter against O'Neill Construction 
to seal the City Championship. Tough 
wins against Cliff Keen (3-2) and West- 
land Merchants (10-1) set up the cham- 
pionship game for Boone and Darr. 
Jennifer Daniel collected two hits and 
two RBI in the final game, and Keisha 
Wilson collected three hits (including 
two triples) to lead the team to victory. 
Sarah Mason went two-for-five in the 
16-1 blowout of O'Neill. 


“This game was something ourteam 
felt they deserved after a fine season 
ended with a very tough loss in the 
Regional quarterfinals,’ Coleman con- 
cluded. “We came to the game real 
loose and ready to play for it all, and 
just jumped all over O’Neill’s from the 
start to the finish. What a great summer 
these girls had! | hope their respective

What Does “In” and “Out” 


of Formula Mean to Taxpayers?

For the first time ever, the Romulus 
School District is an “out-of-formula” 
school district. Because | am frequently 
asked what the terms “in-formula” and 
“out-of-formula” mean, this article will 
attempt to explain a very complex and 
difficult concept. 

Each year, the Michigan legislature 


passes a law that provides State money : 


to school districts that do not raise 
enough local taxes to guarantee a set 


amount of money for each student in 
their school district. Districts that re- 
ceive this money are called “in-formula” 
school districts. In-formula school dis- 
tricts (Romulus was an in-formula dis- 
trict until July 1 of this year) are always 
struggling to provide a quality educa- 
tion because their funds to operate the 
schools are limited. When an in-formula 
school district receives more revenue 
from the local taxpayer, the State re- 
duces its State aid to that district. For

tax base. 
e Nonindustrial abatements should 
routinely be denied. 

Dr. William Bedell, Superintendent. 
explained that this position is neces- 
sary since Romulus Schools are now 
out-of-formula, and a substantial por- 
tion of their operating capital will come 
from taxes collected from industrial 
and nonindustrial developments. Con- 
sequently, he stated, when abatements 
are granted, money is, in effect, taken 
from the School District. 

Several Board Members then ques- 
tioned how it was possible that Header 
Products, located at 11850 Wayne Road, 
has already begun construction of an 
$850,000 addition on which they've re- 
quested, but haven’t yet received, an 
abatement. Noconclusion was reached. 

In other business, Board Member 
Pat Patterson questioned the feasibility 
of sending math and science teachers 
back to college so that they may stay 
current in their respective fields.

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Union, said that there were numerous 
times when teachers were ready to par- 
ticipate in such a workshop, only to be 
called back to the classroom, as no 
substitute teachers could be found to 
fill their absences.

Swimming pools need chlorine and 
other chemicals to make the water safe 
and clean. In order to prevent any prob- 
lems in home and public swimming 
pools, the Romulus Emergency Man- 
agement Office would like to pass on 
this safety information. 

Identify the Swimming Pool Chemical 

Identify the swimming pool chem- 
icals that will potentially release chlo- 
rine gas. The chemical names of these 
substances are sodium hypochlorite, 
calcium hypochlorite, and chlorinated 
cyanic acids. The information below 
lists some brand names that contain 
these chemicals. 

e Calcium Hypochlorite 

Olin trademarks for calcium hy- 
pochlorite products include: CCH, 
Sock It, Prochlor, HTH, Sun Burst, 
Pace, Constant Chlor, Sun Burn, 
and Pulsar. 

PPG trademarks for calcium hy- 
pochlorite products include: Indu- 
clor, Sustain, Pittabs, Pittclor, Zap- 
pit, and Repak. 

e Chlorinated Isocyanurates

Storage of Dry Chlorine 

Most dry chemicals containing chlo- 
rine are reactive with water. Be sure 
the area used to store potential chlorine- 
releasing chemicals is immune to any 
influx of water from such things as a 
leaking roof, uncovered windows, leak- 
ing pipes, fire sprinklers, hose outlets 
in the vicinity, splashing from the pool, 
flooding of the floor (keep the contain- 
ers off the floor), and the effect of ex- 
ceptionally high humidity on open con- 
tainers. Be aware of potential explosive 
situations. Explosions have been known 
to occur when a pool-user switched 
from one type of chlorine tablet in a 
pool chlorinator to a different.type with- 
out thoroughly cleaning the device. 
Even similar chemicals like the chlo- 
rinated cyanuric acids may react vio- 
lently with other types of chlorinated 
cyanurate compounds or with sodium 
or calcium hypochlorites. 

Storage of Cylinders of Chlorine Gas 

Cylinders of chlorine gas should be 
stored separately from all other com- 
pressed gases, hydrocarbons (gasoline 
and other fuels), ether, turpentine, and 
metal filings, shavings, or dust.

The Egyptians made 
mummies because they 
believed there was life after 
death. They thought that a 
person would need his body 
with him after he died, so

After bodily organs 
were removed, and the cavi- 
ty was treated with chemi- 
cals and then padded, a paste 
made of resins and fats was 
plastered on the body.

From trees to coal 


Coal was formed from the 
remains of ancient trees, 
giant ferns, soft mosses and 
grassy plants—all of which 
grew in swampy jungles 
hundreds of millions of 


When these giant trees and 
plants died and fell into the 
rotted and 
became mixed with other 
decaying plants, forming a 
spongy brown matter called 
peat. Peat looks very much 


Over thousands of years, 
this decaying process was 
repeated until the layers of 
peat were massive. Water, 
sand and mud from the 
earth’s surface were sand- 


wiched between each 


placed in a coffin, usually 
made of wood or stone. 
Sometimes the mummy 
would be placed in several 
coffins, one inside the other. 
The coffin was then placed 
in a tomb. 

The dead person’s organs 
were sealed in separate jars 
and placed in the same 
tomb, along with many 
objects that the person had 
used in his, life. “The 
Egyptians believed these 
objects would be needed in 
the next world. 

Although it is very dif- 
ferent from our customs, 
the ancient Egyptian pro- 
cess of making mummies is 
a fascinating art and cus- 
tom. 


Heat from the damp, 
steamy, prehistoric air and 
the pressure of the rivers and 
oceans which formed on the 
earth above, pressed the 
masses of peat together, and 
very slowly changed it into 
coal. 

This heat and pressure 
was also increased as the 
earth’s crust buckled and 
folded. About five to eight 
feet of peat usually pro- 
duced a foot of coal. 

Some pieces of coal 
found today still show the 
imprint of the plants that 
created them millions of 
years ago.

example, we received $7,791,603 /ess in 
State aid this year (1989-1990) than last 
year. This year, your taxes increased 
because of the increase in your home’s 
assessed value. The school district re- 
ceives your added tax dollars, but /ost 
State money from the school aid for- 
mula. This is why the present State aid 
formula does not benefit in-formula 
school districts. 

The good news is that the Romulus 
School District is now an out-of-formula 
school district. We became an out-of- 
formula school district this year be- 
cause our enrollment has decreased 
and our tax base has increased to such 
an extent that we no longer qualify for 
State aid. 

An out-of-formula school district 
receives more money locally than the 
State can guarantee in-formula school 
districts in State and local revenue 
combined. Dearborn, Livonia, and Farm- 
ington Hills are examples of out-of- 
formula school districts. When assess- 
ments go up in out-of-formula school 
districts, that school district receives 
the tax increase. Beginning next year, 
our school district will receive this

House Version of “Polluters Pay” Bill 
Advances 

A special panel of House lawmak- 
ers, environmental advocates, and busi- 
ness representatives have reached pre- 
liminary consensus on anew House bill 
which would require individuals and 
groups that cause environmental con- 
tamination to bear the costs of any re- 
sulting clean-up. The House bill, which 
is intended to prevent unnecessary use 
of tax dollars for clean-up costs, will 
be taken up for further consideration 
when the Legislature returns from sum- 
mer recess. 
House Members Propose New School 
Finance Plan 

New House legislation would allow 
local and intermediate school districts 
to share revenue from new commercial 
and industrial property-tax growth. Tax- 
base sharing would be permitted if each 
local board of education in an interme- 
diate district voted to participate, or if 
a tax-sharing plan was approved by the 
majority of voters in each local district. 
Participation would be voluntary, and 
agreements would be based on five-year 
plans that would allow an individual 


, district to withdraw in any year. If a plan 


was adopted, each local district would 
deliver revenue generated from new 
commercial and industrial property tax 
growth to the intermediate district, 
which would distribute the revenue 
using an equitable per-pupil allocation. 
New Protections Proposed for Children 
in Danger 

House lawmakers will consider leg- 
islation to enhance the court’s ability 
to protect children who are at risk of in- 
jury or death when placed with parents 
or guardians. Under the proposed mea- 
sures, the judges deciding custody and 
guardianship cases could order a thor- 
ough investigation or evaluation of the 
parents, child, and guardians before the 
child is returned home; appoint a court 
advocate for the child; impose strict 
conditions on parents who resume cus- 
tody of their child; closely monitor the 
transition period, and conduct periodic 
reviews of guardianships.

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Women Should Check 
Social Security Earnings 


(Editor’s note: The following informa- 
tion from the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human Services was submitted by 
Frances Heimes-Savickis, Field Repre- 
sentative for the Inkster branch office 
of the Social Security Administration.) 

Women who have changed their 
names through marriage or divorce dur- 
ing their working careers should be sure 
to check their Social Security records 
to verify that all their earnings are cred- 
ited correctly, according to the Social 
Security Administration. 

Married women who are self-em- 
ployed need to check their records care- 
fully, too. According to the Internal Rev- 
enue Service, some married women 
who filed a joint tax return and were self- 
employed under their maiden names 
may not have their earnings recorded 
correctly. 

Name changes should be reported 
to aperson’s employer and to the Social 
Security Administration so that anew 
Social Security card can be issued. The
